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1 . Claims 1 , 2, 5-1 0, and 1 3-20 are allowed. Claims 1 , 6 and 9 are independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 9 as amended include the limitations of now canceled claims 3 and 
1 1 , respectively. Claims 3 and 1 1 were indicated allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. The 
reasons for allowance for claims 3 and 1 1 given in the previous Office action dated 
October 30, 2007 are repeated below for claims 1 and 9. 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the closest prior art Lien 
et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2003/0202219 A1) does not disclose 
having the user select a particular value for the angle for the image scanning of the 
image. The angle of Lien et al. seems to be a fixed angle. See Figs. 2A, 2B, 4A, and 
4B. 

Claims 2 and 5 depend on claim 1 . 

Claim 9 is allowable for the same reason given for claim 1 . 
Claims 10 and 13-17 depend on claim 9. 

Claims 6-8 and 18-20 were allowed in the previous Office action. The reasons 
for allowance given for independent claims 6 and 18 in that action are repeated below. 

Claim 6 is allowable over the prior art of record because the scan bar (1 1 0) of the 
closest prior art Lien et al. (US 2003/0202219 A1) does not include a plurality of sensor 
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elements disposed in multiple substantially linear arrays, each array being tilted with 
respect to the longitudinal axis of the scan bar at a substantially identical and 
substantially nonzero angle which is fixed during any image scanning of the image used 
to create the final scanned image. 

Claims 7 and 8 depend on claim 6. 

Claim 18 is allowable over the prior art of record because the closest prior art 
Lien et al. (US 2003/020221 9 A1 ) does not disclose a plurality of sensor elements 
supported by a scan bar body having a longitudinal axis, the plurality of sensor 
elements disposed substantially in a common plane in multiple substantially linear 
arrays, each array being tilted with respect to the longitudinal axis at a substantially 
nonzero angle. 

Claims 19 and 20 depend on claim 18.
